In  1984  February  2nd  marks 
the  Chinese  Lunar  New  Year 
and  the  beginning  of  a  month¬ 
long  celebration  of  China’s 
4682nd  year  by  Chinese  around 
the  world.  The  Boar,  which 
reigned  last  year,  now  yields  to 
the  Rat. 

The  Rat  is  the  first  of  the  12 
animal  signs  of  the  Chinese 
zodiac  cycle.  The  Rat  is  followed 
by  the  Ox  (Buffalo),  Tiger,  Hare 
(Rabbit),  Dragon,  Serpent,

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Horse,  Ram  (Goat),  Monkey, 
Rooster,  Dog,  and  Boar  (Pig). 
Each  sign  is  honored  once  in 
every  12-year  cycle;  the  first 
cycle  began  in  2698  B.C. 

According  to  the  traditional 
myth  about  the  animal  symbols, 
the  Rat  is  a  Ying  creature  with  a 
lifespan  of  300  years.  When  it 
reaches  the  age  of  100,  its  color 
changes  to  white.  A  white  Rat  is 
endowed  with  the  power  of 
divination  and  can  forecast  a 
person’s  fortune  for  a  whole 
year.  It  can  also  predict  events 
occuring  up  to  1000  miles  away. 

The  divining  power  of  an 
ordinary  Rat  is  described  in  the 
story  about  Ch’ai  Tsai-Yung. 
One  day  as  he  was  seated  alone 
in  the  guest  hall,  a  rat  suddenly 
came  forward  and  stood  up  in 
front  of  him  as  if  bowing  to  him. 
Tsai-Yung  yelled  for  his  serv¬ 
ants,  but  no  servant  responded. 
So  he  himself  got  up  to  chase 
the  rat  away.  At  that  very 
moment,  a  big  beam  in  the  hall 
crashed  down  on  the  platform 
where  Tsai-Yung  just  had  been 
seated. 

In  another  instance,  however, 
a  rat  had  prophesied  the  death 
of  Wang  Chow-Nan,  who  lived 
during  the  Wei  period  (220-277 
A.D.)  But  its  prediction  went 
wrong  and  the  rat  itself 
perished. 

Other  qualities  of  the  rat  are 
portrayed  in  a  number  of  tales. 
In  the  famous  Chinese  ghost 
storybook  Liao- Chai  a  rat,  which 
continued  to  harass  a  snake  that 
devoured  another  rat,  is  de¬ 
picted  as  being  loyal.  In  another 
legend,  Lu-Hsiung,  who  just 
had  been  appointed  a  military 
official,  attributed  his  success  to 
the  auspicious  presence  of  five 
rats  hibernating  in  his  oven.  A 
third  tale  has  it  that  one  day 
Li-Szu,  the  famous  legalist 
thinker,  noticed  some  rate  mK. 
bling  corn  in  the  coridor  of  his 
granary  without  fear  of  humans 
or  dogs,  prompting  him  to 
declare:  “Man’s  perspicacity  is 
unworthy  of  comparison  to  that 
of  rats.” 

A  person  bom  in  the  Year  of 
the  Rat  is  believed  to  bear  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
the  animal.  A  person  born 
under  this  sign  at  night  is 
thought  to  be  bold  and  daring 
and  if  born  at  day,  to  be  shy  and 
timid.

Works  by  Two  Local  Artists  Featured  in  This  Issue

In  this  Chinese  New  Year’s 
issue  we  are  featuring  two 
gifted  artists,  each  coming  from 
quite  different  backgrounds, 
age  groups,  and  having  differ¬ 
ent  training  and  experience. 

The  two  paintings  of  the 
fairies,  appearing  on  the  front 
and  back  covers,  are  by  Jade 
Ang,  a  25-year-old  student  at 
the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art.  Ang,  originally  from 
Kwangtung,  immigrated  with 
her  family  to  the  United  States 
four  years  ago  and  now  lives  in 
Boston  Chinatown. 

She  finished  her  high  school 
education  in  China  and  received 
her  first  formal  art  training  in 


amateur  painting  classes  held 
by  the  cultural  bureau  there. 

For  a  while,  Ang  worked  at  a 
printing  shop  in  China  painting 
porcelain  wares.  She  frequently 
used  watercolor  in  her  earlier 
works.  Ang  is  now  in  her  second 
year  of  study  at  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  College  of  Art  majoring  in 
art  design. 

Fairies  in  the  Chinese  tradi¬ 
tion  always  signify  good  luck.  It 
.  is  especially  so  with  the  fairy 
Ma-kuu,  shown  on  the  front 
cover  with  the  legendary 
peaches.  It  is  written  that  these 
special  peach  plants  took  3,000 
years  to  blossom,  3,000  years  to 
bear  fruit,  and  3,000  years  to 
ripen.  One  bite  of  the  peach 
would  bring  you  ten  thousand 
years  of  life,  or  in  other  words, 
longevity.  The  peaches  are  sup¬ 


posed  to  be  the  favorite  fruit  of 
the  Grand  Old  Lady  of  the  West 
Heaven. 

The  figure  on  the  back  cover 
is  the  Fairy  of  the  Peony 
Flower,  and  the  pair  of  birds  are 
the  mythical  phoenix.  In  the 
Chinese  custom,  the  peony  is 
the  king  of  all  flowers,  and 
stands  for  prosperity  and 
wealth.  Similarly,  the  phoenix  is 
the  king  of  all  birds  and  stands 
for  good  fortune. 

The  work  of  artist  C.L.  Tsang, 
who  was  also  born  in  Kwang¬ 
tung  but  later  lived  in  Hong 
Kong,  graces  our  centerfold. 
His  painting  of  the  monkey  and 
the  plum  blossom  signifies  the 
beginning  of  Spring. 

Tsang  studied  western  paint¬ 
ing  in  his  early  years  and  won 
public  recognition  and  wide 


acclaim  in  Asia  with  his  oil 
portrait  exhibitions.  After  per¬ 
fecting  his  techniques  in  oil 
painting,  Tsang  turned  to  class¬ 
ical  Chinese  brush  painting 
under  the  guidance  of  master 
Shan-shen  Yang. 

Tsang,  61,  a  resident  of 
Newton,  has  an  avid  interest  in 
drawing  countless  postures  of 
monkeys  because  he  was  bom 
in  the  Year  of  the  Monkey.  His 
skill  in  capturing  the  many 
lively  expressions  of  the  animal 
surpassed  even  master  Yang, 
his  teacher,  who  declared  he 
would  no  longer  draw  the 
monkeys  because  his  student 
could  do  a  first-rate  job  already. 

Tsang,  who  moved  to  this 
country  eight  years  ago,  had  an 
exhibition  at  Boston  City  Hall  in 
1976.

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Fred  Korematsu: 

‘The  Government  Did  Wrong*

OAKLAND— It  is  lunchtime.  In  a  small 
Japanese  restaurant  on  Webster  Street, 
the  tables  are  filling  up. 

“Fred?  Is  that  you?”  A  stocky  man  in 
a  business  suit  leans  over  from  the  next 
table.  “I’ve  been  seeing  your  picture  all 
over  the  place.  Flying  all  over,  getting 
interviewed— you’re  a  real  celebrity!” 

Fred  Korematsu  laughs.  Thin  and 
softspoken,  with  a  sparkle  in  his  eyes 
and  a  pipe  in  his  hand,  Korematsu 
doesn’t  act  the  celebrity. 

But  he’s  certainly  had  his  share  of 
publicity. 

When  the  government  authorized  the 
wartime  internment  of  110,000  Japanese 
Americans  in  1942,  Korematsu  refused 
to  leave.  Within  two  months  he  was 
arrested  for  violating  the  evacuation 
order.  Korematsu  fought  his  case  all  the 
way  up  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  1944 
Korematsu  v.  U.  S.  The  court  upheld  his 
conviction  and  the  government’s  right  to 
intern  the  Japanese  Americans. 

On  November  10  of  last  year,  64-year- 
old  Fred  Korematsu  was  back  in  court, 
this  time  with  happier  result.  U.S. 
District  Court  Judge  Marilyn  Hall  Patel 
overturned  Korematsu’s  1942  convict¬ 
ion,  accepting  his  lawyers’  argument 
that  the  “government  had  suppressed, 
destroyed  and  misrepresented  evidence 
which  would  have  shown  the  internment 
of  Korematsu  and  the  other  110,000 
Japanese  Americans  to  have  been 
unjustified.” 

It  was  a  historic  occasion. 

As  we  sit  in  the  park  after  lunch, 
Korematsu  recalls  his  less  celebrated 
days.  Growing  up  in  Oakland  before  the 
war,  he  worked  on  his  father’s  nursery 
and  dreamed  of  learning  to  fly. 

Mostly  he  remembers  being  in  the  Boy 
Scouts.  “I  liked  that  a  lot,”  he  smiles. 
“Because  of  helping  other  people  and  so 


forth,  learning  how  to  survive  in  the 
woods.”  Both  the  moral  and  survival 
instincts  have  stayed  with  him  through 
the  years. 

When  evacuation  notices  went  up 
after  the  bombing  of  Pearl  Harbor, 
Korematsu  was  23.  “I  knew  something 
like  this  was  coming  up,  because  of  the 
rumors,”  he  says.  “When  I  found  out 
that  American  citizens  were  involved  in 


it,  that’s  what  really  distrubed  me.  I 
didn’t  think  they’d  take  an  American 
citizen.  And  without  a  trial  or  hearing, 
you  know— that  really  bothered  me. 
They  said  that  all  Japanese  were 
disloyal,  and  I  knew  that  wasn’t  true.” 

Like  thousands  of  other  families,  the 
Korematsus  had  two  weeks  to  sell  most 
of  their  belongings  and  then  be  herded 
off  to  an  unknown  destination.  Young 


Fred  decided  to  escape.  He  never  got 
farther  than  Berkeley,  about  a  half  hour 
from  his  home. 

With  the  internment,  racial  hysteria 
appeared  to  ebb.  But  an  Asian  driving  a 
vehicle  aroused  suspicion,  so  Korematsu 
sold  his  car.  “My  driver’s  license  wasn’t 
any  good,  so  I  just  tore  it  up,”  he  shrugs. 

“My  draft  card  wasn’t  any  good 
because  they  changed  it  to  the  ‘enemy 
alien’  classification,  so  I  changed  that 
back  and  put  a  different  name  on  it.” 
After  changing  his  name,  he  found  a  job 
as  a  welder  in  Berkeley,  saving  his 
money  to  sneak  out  of  California. 

But  it  didn’t  work. 

Korematsu  chuckles  when  he  talks  of 
his  arrest.  “I  thought  what  did  I  do? 
They’d  look  at  me  and  they’d  say,  ‘Well, 
you’re  a  Japanese,  so  we’re  taking  you 
in.’  That’s  all  they  had  to  go  by.” 

He  mimics  the  police  mischievously. 
“‘And  you  disobeyed  General  DeWitt’s 
military  order.’  Well,  I’m  not  a  military 
man!  It  looked  ridiculous,  you  know.  But 
they  were  mad  about  the  fact  that  I’d 
stayed  behind.  To  find  me  there  really 
disturbed  them!” 

After  the  arrest,  Korematsu  was 
shutled  from  jail  to  jail.  An  attorney  from 
thne  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
(ACLU)  came  to  visit  him  and  offered  his 
help.  That  was  the  beginning  of  a  long 
uphill  battle. 

In  December  of  1942,  the  U.S.  district 
court  convicted  Korematsu  of  violating 
Civilian  Exclusion  Order  34— a  federal 
misdemeanor.  Sentenced  to  internment 
and  five  years  probation,  he  went  from 
jail  to  the  relocation  center  in  Tanforan, 
California. 

Korematsu  decided  to  challenge  his 
conviction.  “The  way  I  was  thinking,  the 
government  did  wrong,  and  it  was 
unconstitutional,”  he  says.  “This  coun-

try’s  built  by  all  races.  And  they  taught 

us  in  school  that  we  had  equal  rights.” 

But  the  Supreme  Court  upheld  the 
conviction  in  1944,  and  Korematsu 
served  his  remaining  time  at  Topaz, 
Utah. 

For  nearly  40  years,  he  lived  in  the 
shadow  of  his  conviction.  Often  a  friend 
would  look  sidelong  at  him,  recalling  his 
name  from  history  or  law  texts,  then 
both  would  withdraw  into  embarrassed 
silence.  ‘‘It’s  always  been  like  a  yoke 
around  my  neck,”  he  admits. 

Because  of  his  jail  record,  he  was 
excluded  from  positions  in  real  estate, 
engineering,  and  all  civil  service  jobs. 

His  face  tenses  for  a  moment.  ‘‘I  was 
called  for  jury  duty  many  times.  But 
there’s  a  form  you  have  to  fill  out,  and 
every  time  it  said,  ‘Do  you  have  a 
criminal  record?’  I’d  fill  it  out  and  never 
get  called.  Sometimes  I’d  be  wondering 
if  I’m  an  American  citizen  yet.” 

Korematsu  knew  he  wanted  to  fight 
the  case  again.  But  it  was  only  two  years 


ago  mat  the  chance  arose. 

“First,  I  didn’t  have  the  money  to  do 
it,”  he  explains.  “Second,  many  people 
approached  me  who  had  a  legal  back¬ 
ground,  but  they  were  just  interested  in 
me  making  an  appearance  or  teling 
about  my  life  history— no  one  to  help 
me.  Therefore,  I  was  just  waiting.” 

While  he  was  waiting,  several  things 
occurred.  Rising  national  demand  for 
Japanese  American  redress  and  repara¬ 
tions  led  to  congressional  commission 
findings  that  the  internment  was  un¬ 
necessary.  Constitutional  law  expert 
Peter  Irons  contacted  Korematsu  and 
expressed  interest  in  his  case.  A  new 
crop  of  young  Asian  American  attorneys 
came  forth  to  volunteer  their  support, 
and  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
allowed  greater  flexibility  to  dig  up 
uncovered  evidence. 

“The  timing  was  right,’’  says 
Korematsu. 

Dr.  Irons  charged  that,  at  the  time  of 
conviction,  the  Justice  and  War  Depart¬ 
ment  knew  of  high-level  reports  which 
directly  refuted  charges  of  Japanese 
American  espionage,  sabotage,  or  dis¬ 


loyalty.  The  evidence  was  never  revealed 
to  the  Supreme  Court.  On  that  basis, 
Korematsu ’s  legal  team  petitioned  the 
court  to  vacate  (or  render  void)  his 
original  conviction. 

The  U.S.  Attorney  of  the  Department 
of  Justice  asked  the  court  to  dismiss  the 
conviction,  suggesting  that  the  nation 
“put  behind  us  the  controversy,”  but 
omitting  any  admission  of  government 
wrongdoing. 

In  the  momentous  decision  last  Nov¬ 
ember,  Judge  Patel  accepted 
Korematsu ’s  petition  and  rejected  the 
government  motion. 

The  federal  district  court  has  the 
power  to  overturn  the  original  1942 
conviction  but  not  the  Supreme  Court 
case  which  upheld  the  decision. 

While  the  court  vacated  the  convict¬ 
ion,  the  U.S.  Attorney  still  can  appeal 
the  case.  Korematsu’s  lawyers  are 
discussing  the  possibility  of  future  legal 
action. 

“Judge  Patel  said  that  it  was  wrong 
and  unconstitutional,  but  the  govern¬ 
ment  hasn’t  admitted  that,”  says 
Korematsu.  “They  beat  around  the 


bush,  saying,  ‘This  should  never  happen 
again,’  or  ‘It  was  a  bad  mistake.’  But 
they’re  not  admitting  they’re  wrong. 
That’s  what  I’m  fighting  for.” 

He  explains  himself  patiently,  as  one 
with  much  experience  to  pass  on.  His 
eyes  are  probing,  serious.  “We  have  to 
have  records  on  it.  Because  this  can 
happen  again.  They  could  go  right  back 
to  my  records  and  say,  we  did  this  to 
Fred  Korematsu,  we  can  do  that  to  you.  ” 

He  glances  up  into  the  sunlight,  then 
back  at  me.  ‘  ‘I’m  glad  that  it  finally  came 
out,”  he  says  slowly.  “I  feel  that 
something  was  on  my  shoulders  and  it 
came  off.  ’  ’ 

“A  lot  of  my  friends  now  are  coming 
up  to  me  and  saying,  ‘I  wish  I  could  have 
done  what  you  did.’  Probably  they  also 
had  some  sort  of  a  guilt  feeling, 
something  that  they  didn’t  want  to  talk 
about,”  he  continues.  “They  don’t  want 
to  be  recognized  as  those  that  were 
pushed  around.  But  back  in  their  minds, 
they  wish  they  could  do  something.” 

Fred  Korematsu  grins.  “So  that’s  the 
reason  when  I  came  on,  I  came  on  all  the 
way.”

What  Lafayette  Place  Will  Mean  for  Chinatown

Lafayette  Place,  the  huge  construction 
project  located  next  to  Jordan  Marsh,  is 
scheduled  to  open  this  March.  Its  hotel, 
the  Inter-Continental,  is  scheduled  for 
May  20th.  How  should  we,  residents  of 
Chinatown,  look  at  our  newest  neighbor? 

Lafayette  Place  is  a  $130  million 
mixed-use  complex  with  a  500-room 
hotel,  187  boutiques  and  stores,  23 
restaurants,  and  a  1300-car  underground 
parking  facility.  It  is  part  of  the 
“downtown  revitalization”  plan  of  form¬ 
er  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  which  includes 
development  of  the  retail  district,  the¬ 
ater  district,  financial  district,  and 
medical  district.  Many  of  these  develop¬ 
ments,  such  as  Lafayette  Place,  are  right 
on  the  doorsteps  of  Chinatown. 

The  obvious  impact  of  Lafayette  Place 
is  that  it  will  raise  the  value  of  the  land  in 
and  around  Chinatown  and  drive  up  the 
rents  even  further.  The  rent  increase  will 
exacerbate  the  already  serious  problem 
of  finding  affordable  decent  housing  in 
Chinatown.  Some  of  the  small  shop¬ 
keepers  and  community  groups  will  be 


forced  out.  There  will  also  be  heavier 
traffic  flow  which  will  worsen  the 
problems  of  safety,  congestion,  and  air 
and  noise  pollutions  in  the  area.  These 
are  real  threats  to  the  future  livability  of 
Chinatown. 

Therefore  Lafayette  Place  has  a  res¬ 
ponsibility  and  obligation  to  offset  these 
negative  effects  with  some  positive 
contributions  to  Chinatown.  Right  now 
unemployment  is  an  increasingly  serious 
problem  faced  by  many  garment  and 
restaurant  workers.  The  Inter-Conti¬ 
nental  Hotel  (which  alone  will  employ 
500  people)  and  the  rest  of  Lafayette 
Place  can  help  the  community  by  hiring 
and  training  a  fair  number  of  community 
members  including  those  who  speak  very 
little  English.  In  so  doing,  Lafayette 
Place  is  actually  helping  itself,  for 
Chinese  workers  have  proven  to  be  a 
competent  and  diligent  work  force  in  the 
hotel  industry  in  cities  like  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Other  areas  of  concern  for 
Chinatown  are  the  shortages  of  retail 
space  and  space  for  social  activities  and 
recreation.  Lafayette  Place  can  also  help 
the  community  in  these  areas. 

This  idea  of  “linking-up”  the  com¬ 


munity  and  business  is  very  reasonable. 
The  previous  mayor  has  made  it  very 
attractive  for  businesses  to  develop  in 
the  downtown  area  (for  example  with 
special  tax  breaks).  These  businesses 
will  be  making  good  profits.  Should 
these  profits  be  made  at  the  expense  of 
Chinatown.?  Should  Lafayette  Place 
prosper  while  Chinatown  declines?  What 
about  the  direct  negative  impact  Lafay¬ 
ette  Place  will  be  inflicting  on  China¬ 
town?  Truly  good  neighbors  should 
“enjoy  the  prosperity  and  shoulder  the 
difficulties  together”  as  the  old  Chinese 
proverb  goes.  Furthermore,  the  new 
mayor.  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn,  has 
come  out  in  support  of  a  monetary 
“linkage”  during  the  election.  Our 
ideas,  while  somewhat  different  from 
his,  are  nevertheless  consistent  with  the 
general  concept  of  sharing  the  downtown 
prosperity  with  the  communities.  There¬ 
fore  we  should  hopefully  have  the 
support  of  the  new  administration  on  this 
issue. 

But  the  support  of  the  mayor  alone  will 
not  get  us  jobs  and  space  nor  address  our 
concerns  about  traffic  and  pollution.  The 
people  of  Chinatown  must  come  together 


and  express  our  common  interests  in 
unity  and  with  strength.  We  should  first 
meet  among  ourselves  and  develop  a 
strategy.  Then  we  should  meet  with 
Lafayette  Place  and  Mayor  Flynn.  Lafay¬ 
ette  Place  and  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  have  recognized  the 
legitimate  concerns  of  Chinatown  and 
have  met  with  an  ad  hoc  group  known  as 
the  Chinatown  Advisory  Committee  on 
:  Lafayette  Place  back  in  October,  1979. 
We  hope  that  this  dialogue  can  be 
re-established. 

Given  the  limited  time  before  Lafay¬ 
ette  Place  opens,  I  would  like  to  take  the 
initiative  to  respectfully  call  for  a 
meeting  for  all  community  agencies, 
groups,  and  individuals  interested  in  this 
issue  in  late  January. 

Also  if  anyone  is  interested  in  job 
opportunities  at  Lafayette  Place,  please 
come  to  the  office  of  the  Chinatown 
People’s  Progressive  Association  (CPPA) 
at  27  Beach  St.  3/F.  Of  course,  we 
can  not  guarantee  definite  job  place¬ 
ments.

How  to  Get  Repairs  Done  —  Your  Legal  Rights 


*  *  *  *  * 


Every  month  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force  will  provide  a  col¬ 
umn  with  information  on  differ¬ 
ent  basic  tenant  rights.  Each 
month  we  will  feature  a  differ¬ 
ent  topic  such  as  rent  control 
rights  or  rent  increases.  In 
Massachusetts,  there  are  many 
laws  protecting  tenants.  All 
tenants  have  the  right  to  safe, 
sanitary,  well-maintained,  and 
affordable  homes.  Make  sure 
none  of  your  rights  have  been 
violated,  and  if  they  have  been, 
you  can  do  something  about  it. 


HOW  TO  GET  REPAIRS  DONE 

1)  Call  the  landlord  and  send  a 
written  complaint  to  him/her. 
(Keep  a  copy  for  yourself.) 

2)  If  the  landlord  will  not  fix  it, 
call  the  Board  of  Health  to 
inspect  it. 

REPAIRS  GUIDELINES: 

Under  the  Massachusetts  Sani¬ 
tary  Code  (105  CMR  410.00) 
there  are  specific  requirements 
for  your  apartment  that  the 
Board  of  Health  will  inspect  and 
ask  our  landlord  to  repair. 
Water— cold  and  hot  water 


must  be  in  sufficient  quantity, 
quality,  temperature,  and 
pressure;  the  plumbing  system 
in  equipped  rooms  must  be 
properly  connected  and  in  work¬ 
ing  condition. 

heat— must  be  provided  at  a 
suitable  temperature  and  be  in 
working  order  (65  degrees  at 
night  and  68  degrees  during  the 
day). 

insects  and  rodents— roaches 
and  rats  must  be  exterminated. 
ceilings,  walls,  floors— must  be 
free  from  holes,  cracks,  and 
loose  plaster. 


windows— must  be  weather- 
tight  (no  broken  glass  or  frames) 
security— apartment  doors  and 
other  entryways  must  be 
locked;  windows  must  lock 
garbage— must  be  properly  dis¬ 
posed  so  it  does  not  attract 
insects,  rodents,  or  cause  health 
hazards. 

common  areas— public  use  area 
such  as  hallways  and  stairs 
must  be  lit,  clean,  and  safe; 
elevators  must  be  operating  and 
safe. 

emergency  equipment— fire  es¬ 


capes,  extinguishers,  smoke  de¬ 
tectors  must  be  available  in 
working  condition  and  safe  to 
use. 

-  RIGHT  TO  TIMELY  REPAIRS: 

1)  Elevators,  electricity,  and 
water  must  be  restored  or 
repaired  within  18-24  hours  of 
notification. 

2)  Other  repairs  must  be  done 
within  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time  agreed  upon  between  ten¬ 
ant  and  landlord.

Interpreting  Stock  Market  Trendlines 

By  the  Money  Man

The  theme  of  last  month’s 
Money  Mem  article  was  how  to 
select  a  stock.  If  you’ll  recall, 
you  should  let  your  profits  run. 
Stated  another  way,  stay  in¬ 
vested  in  a  particular  stock  until 
there  is  a  change  from  the 
original  reason  for  owning  that 
stock.  However,  many  times 
you  are  not  capable  of  determin¬ 
ing  the  reason  for  a  stock’s 
weakness.  For  instance,  there 
may  be  a  new  competitive 
product  by  another  company,  a 
defective  product  that  necessi¬ 
tates  a  recall,  or  a  new  govern¬ 
mental  law  or  regulation.  On 
the  positive  side,  there  may  be  a 
new  discovery,  a  takeover  bid, 
or  a  dramatic  pickup  in  sales  in 
a  product  line.  The  reasons  are 
endless. 

This  month  we’ll  spend  some 
time  looking  at  the  trendline, 
which  notes  the  behavior  of  the 
market  or  an  individual  stock— 
Since  the  stock  market  is  fairly 
efficient  (all-knowing  or  sup¬ 
posedly  aware  of  all  the  news 
that  may  affect  the  market), 
price  action  should  signal  some¬ 
thing  may  be  amiss  if  a  stock 
weakens  or  strengthens  sud¬ 
denly.  However,  if  the  stock 
market  is  also  falling,  the 
stock’s  weakness  may  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  general  mar¬ 
ket.  Last  month’s  article  dealt 
with  three  defenses:  sell,  if  the 
price  dropped  10%  from  its 
high  point  reached,  if  the  stock 
broke  a  defined  uptrend  line,  or 
if  the  stock,  after  a  period  of 
consolidation,  broke  down  from 
that  consolidation. 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that 
prices  have  a  prevailing  tenden¬ 
cy  to  move  in  a  particular 
direction  for  a  period  of  time. 
This  tendency,  or  trend,  fre¬ 
quently  assumes  a  definite  pat¬ 
tern,  zig-zagging  along  an  im¬ 
aginary  straight  line.  A  line 


drawn  across  either  the  tops  (for 
a  downtrend)  or  bottoms  (for  an 
uptrend)  of  the  prices  will  give  a 
trend.  For  a  valid  trend,  I  like  at 
least  three  points  for  a  confirm¬ 
ation.  Of  course,  trendlines  do 
not  necessarily  have  to  be  as 
straight  as  the  examples  below 
show. 

Analysis  of  these  trends  or 
channels  is  important  once  they 
are  recognized.  As  in  the  law  of 
inertia,  an  object  in  motion  will 
continue  in  motion  in  the  same 
direction  unless  aborted  by 
some  force.  Once  the  trendline 
is  broken,  however,  it  may  be 
reflecting  all  the  reasons  given 
above  concerning  the  company. 
With  limited  resources,  we  may 
not  find  a  reason.  Nevertheless, 


there  is  a  change— a  loss  or  gain 
of  momentum— and  the  price  is 
falling  (or  rising) .  A  decision  on 
what  action  to  take  must  now  be 
made. 

If  a  parallel  line  can  be  drawn 
to  the  original  trendline,  a 
“channel”  is  now  formed.  Sim¬ 
ilarly,  in  a  consolidation  pattern 
where  prices  vary  within  a  fairly 
tight  price  pattern,  a  “rec¬ 
tangle”  formation  is  in  effect. 
This  is  usually  considered  a 
neutral  pattern,  pending  a  dec¬ 
laration  of  direction  by  either 
breaking  up  or  down.  However 
an  advanced  technician  would 
note  the  activity  within  this 
pattern.  If  activity  is  heavier  at 
the  top,  this  would  be  a  sign  of 
distribution  (selling)  and  the 
next  direction  is  usually  down. 
Conversely,  if  activity  is  great¬ 
est  at  the  bottom  of  the  rec¬ 
tangle,  accumulation  (buying)  is 
going  on  and  the  next  expected 
direction  is  up.  Upside  or 
downside  measurements  are 
derived  from  the  depth  of  the 
pattern  as  shown  on  the 
example  of  a  “channel”  and 
“rectangle”  formation  below.

Getting  Employment  Authorization  in  the  United  States 


The  U.S.  has  long  been 
recognized  as  the  “land  of 
opportunity”  for  people  who 
seek  to  better  their  lives 
through  employment.  However, 
for  quite  some  time,  the  immig¬ 
ration  laws  have  grown  increas¬ 
ingly  restrictive  for  aliens  who 
seek  temporary  or  permanent 
employment.  The  present  regu¬ 
lations  are  the  most  restrictive 
that  have  ever  existed! 

There  are  nearly  twenty  non¬ 
immigrant  visa  categories  that 
automatically  authorize  employ¬ 
ment.  There  is  a  slightly  larger 
number  of  categories  that  either 
permit  the  holder  to  work 
without  risk  of  deportation  or 


specifically  allow  the  holder  to 
specially  request  employment 
authorization.  In  all  of  these 
cases,  there  is  no  limit  to  the 
number  of  visas/authorizations, 
and  there  is  a  comparatively 
short  waiting  period  for  the 
required  approval  of  the  appli¬ 
cation  or  request. 

Aliens  seeking  permanent 
resident  (immigrant)  status 
based  on  a  job  offer  are  gener¬ 
ally  required  to  obtain  a  certifi¬ 
cation  from  the  Department  of 
Labor.  This  certification  is  in¬ 
tended  to  assure  the  Immigra¬ 
tion  Service  that  the  job  offer  is 
legitimate  and  that  it  will  not 
displace  U.S.  citizens.  In  gener¬ 


al,  you  must  show  that  there  are 
insufficient  qualified  U.S.  work¬ 
ers  who  are  ready,  willing,  and 
able  to  do  the  job  that  is  being 
offered.  There  are  exceptions  to 
this  requirement,  but  they  are 
limited. 

Once  the  certification  (or  a 
waiver)  has  been  obtained,  you 
may  apply  to  the  Immigration 
Service  for  an  immigrant  visa. 
The  Service  may  review  your 
qualifications  for  the  job,  and 
may  in  some  cases  require  you 
to  obtain  your  visa  from  a  consul 
abroad  because  of  certain  viola¬ 
tions,  which  include  accepting 
unauthorized  employment.  You 
should  note  that  the  filing  of  an 


application  does  not  constitute 
employment  authorization,  and 
the  entire  process  can  (and 
often  does)  take  a  very  long 
time. 

Once  all  of  the  petitions  have 
been  approved,  a  visa  must  be 
requested  from  the  Department 
of  State.  Immigrant  visas  based 
on  employment  come  almost 
exclusively  from  two  categories, 
3rd  and  6th  preference.  Limited 
availability  of  these  visas  may 
result  in  a  lengthy  delay  be¬ 
tween  the  date  of  approval  and 
final  issuance  of  a  visa.  The 
success  of  the  application  de¬ 
pends  on  a  wide  range  of  factors 
that  vary  with  both  the  job  as 


well  as  the  individual.  Generally 
speaking,  the  stronger  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  the  more  qualified  the 
applicant,  the  easier  it  will  be  to 
succeed  in  the  application.

Salmonella  the  Cause  of  ‘Food  Poisoning’

There  are  many  causes  of 
diarrheal  illness.  In  most  cases, 
viruses  cause  temporary  dis¬ 
comfort  and  inconvenience,  but 
the  symptoms  pass  in  one  or 
two  days.  When  diarrhea  per¬ 
sists  for  more  than  three  days, 
is  very  severe,  resulting  in 
weight  loss  from  dehydration,  is 
accompanied  by  high  fever  or 
bloody  stools,  the  patient 
should  seek  medical  attention. 
Very  young  infants  (less  than  3 
months  or  12  pounds),  the 
elderly  and  the  infirm  should  be 
seen  even  for  mild  symptoms. 

A  leading  cause  of  diarrhea  in 
the  United  States  is  a  germ 
called  “salmonella.”  It  is  com¬ 
monly  said  that  salmonella 
causes  food  poisoning.  While 
the  disease  is  commonly  food- 
borne,  it  is  an  infection,  not  a 
poisoning.  Infection  with  sal¬ 
monella  may  cause  mild  or 
serious  illness  and  has  import¬ 
ant  public  health  consequences, 
especially  for  foodhandlers  and 
restaurant  employees.  This  art¬ 
icle  will  focus  on  salmonella 
infections,  a  frequent  cause  of 
diarrhea  in  Boston,  and  discuss 
methods  of  prevention. 

Salmonellae  infect  many  an¬ 
imals  in  addition  to  humans. 
Many  of  these  infected  animals 
eventually  become  sources  of 
food.  The  biggest  culprits  are 
chicken  and  other  poultry,  but 
beef  and  pork  can  also  be 
contaminated.  Some  pets,  par¬ 
ticularly  turtles,  have  been 
known  to  carry  the  infection. 

Salmonella  is  most  commonly 
spread  by  eating  or  handling 


contaminated  foods.  Infection  is 
an  occupational  hazard  for 
cooks  and  restaurant  workers 
who  are  responsible  for  prepar¬ 
ing  many  meals  daily. 

Salmonella  may  also  be 
spread  from  person  to  person 
through  contact  with  infected 
human  feces.  This  is  most  likely 
to  occur  in  families  when  a 
child,  especially  an  infant,  has 
diarrhea.  Careful  handwashing 
after  changing  diapers  or  using 
the  toilet  can  greatly  reduce  the 
spread  of  infection  to  other 
family  members.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  because  family  members 
tend  to  share  meals,  if  one 
person  in  a  household  is  in¬ 
fected  from  food,  others  are  also 
likely  to  have  acquired  it. 
Careful  attention  to  food  handl¬ 
ing  and  preparation  can  reduce 
this  risk. 

Salmonella  infection  usually 
occurs  12-72  hours  after  expo¬ 
sure.  Infected  persons  remain 
contagious  for  as  long  as  their 
stools  contain  the  organisms. 
This  can  last  weeks  or  months, 
especially  in  young  infants. 

When  enough  salmonella  are 
ingested,  the  usual  symptom  is 
diarrhea.  This  phase  of  the 
infection  generally  lasts  no 
more  than  one  week.  Fever 
frequently  accompanies  infect¬ 
ion  and  tends  to  last  approxim¬ 
ately  two  days.  Abdominal  pain 
is  common  in  salmonellosis,  but 
vomiting  is  unusual.  Complica¬ 
tions  are  uncommon  in  salmon¬ 
ellosis  except  in  the  elderly, 
chronically  ill,  and  newborns.  In 
these  groups,  dehydration  and 
more  serious  infection  may 
require  hospitalization,  but  are 


not  generally  fatal. 

Approximately  50  percent  of 
salmonella  outbreaks  are  traced 
to  chicken  or  poultry  products, 
such  as  fresh  or  dried  eggs. 
More  than  10  percent  are  due  to 
contaminated  beef  products. 
While  these  foods  can  be  made 
safe  by  cooking,  proper  hand¬ 
ling  and  storage  are  necessary 
to  insure  that  the  infection  does 
not  spread  from  the  meat  to  the 
food  handler  or  the  consumer. 

Cutting  or  dicing  raw  meats, 
especially  on  worn  wooden  cut¬ 
ting  boards,  can  result  in  con¬ 
tamination  of  the  surface  and 
spread  of  the  infection  to  other 
foods  subsequently  prepared  on 
that  surface.  Cooked  foods  or 
foods  which  are  supposed  to  be 
served  cold  should  not  be 
placed  on  boards  used  for 
cutting  meat  unless  the  area  has 
been  scrubbed  well  and  disin¬ 
fected  with  a  strong  soap. 

Another  problem  is  that  well- 
cooked  meats  may  be  allowed  to 
cool  and  sit  at  room  tempera¬ 
ture  long  enough  to  allow  a  few 
remaining  salmonella  to  begin 
growing  again.  Foods,  espec¬ 
ially  with  chicken  or  meat  in 
them,  should  be  served  prompt¬ 
ly  after  cooking  or  returned  to 
the  refrigerator.  Meats  served 
from  steam  tables  may  never 
reach  high  enough  tempera¬ 
tures  to  kill  all  the  salmonella. 
Instead,  the  warm  environment 
may  favor  their  growth. 

Raw  chicken  must  be  refrig¬ 
erated  soon  after  being  pur¬ 
chased.  Keeping  it  at  room 
temperature  allows  the  salmon¬ 
ella  to  multiply.  A  good  rule  of 
thumb  is  that  from  store  to 


table,  poultry  should  not  be  left 
at  room  temperature  for  more 
than  two  hours,  including  shop¬ 
ping  and  preparation  time. 
Never  leave  frozen  chicken  out 
on  the  counter  all  day  unless 
you  will  be  home  to  cook  it 
promptly  when  it  thaws.  It  is 
better  to  put  frozen  chicken  in 
the  refrigerator  to  thaw  during 
the  day.  Poultry  which  is  still 
slightly  frozen  can  be  helped 
along  by  running  it  under  warm 
water  before  cooking. 

When  poultry  is  cooked  with 
stuffing  in  a  cavity,  this  stuffing 
is  a  good  place  for  salmonella  to 
hide  and  grow.  This  is  especial¬ 
ly  dangerous  when  these 
stuffed  birds  are  allowed  to  sit 
out  for  a  long  time  after 
cooking.  Always  remove  stuff¬ 
ing  from  turkey  or  chicken 
promptly  after  taking  them  out 
of  the  oven.  Better  still,  cook 
stuffing  in  a  separate  dish. 

Sometimes,  salmonella  in¬ 
fection  occurs  in  spite  of  our 
best  efforts  to  prevent  it.  When 
this  happens,  the  infection  can 
be  diagnosed  by  your  physician 
with  an  easy  test  called  a  stool 
culture.  A  specimen  is  collected 
and  sent  to  the  laboratory. 
Results  are  usually  available  in 
three  days.  If  you  are  found  to 
have  salmonella  infection,  other 
family  members  with  symptoms 
should  be  tested  as  well. 

A  major  problem  with  sal¬ 
monella  infections  is  that  there 
is  no  available  treatment.  In 
fact,  antibiotics  may  prolong  the 
duration  of  positive  stool  cul¬ 
tures.  Most  adults  will  have 
negative  stool  cultures  2-3 
weeks  after  symptoms  resolve. 


However,  young  children,  the 
most  common  victims  of  sal¬ 
monella  diarrhea,  may  have 
positive  cultures  for  several 
months. 

According  to  Massachusetts 
state  law,  food  handlers  with 
salmonella  infection  must  be 
taken  off  work  unti  two  negative 
stool  cultures  are  obtained  on 
all  family  members.  Even  if  the 
infection  occurs  in  the  restaur¬ 
ant  worker’s  spouse,  child,  or 
other  family  member,  this  rule 
applies.  This  is  because  other 
family  members  may  spread  the 
infection  to  the  foodhandler. 
These  laws  are  enforced  by  local 
departments  of  health.  Employ¬ 
ers  can  be  held  responsible  for 
allowing  infected  foodhandlers 
to  work.  These  public  health 
laws  were  written  to  protect  the 
public  from  infected  food- 
handlers  who  might  acciden¬ 
tally  contaminate  foods  they 
prepare  or  serve.  The  actual 
contribution  of  infected  food 
handlers  to  such  a  public  health 
hazard  is  unknown,  but  is 
probably  small  after  diarrhea  is 
resolved,  if  good  hygiene  is 
practiced.  Restaurant  workers 
with  diarrhea  for  any  reason, 
should  not  work  without  their 
doctor’s  approval. 

In  summary,  salmonella  is  a 
common  cause  of  diarrheal 
illness  for  which  no  effective 
treatment  is  available.  Public 
health  laws  in  the  state  are 
strictly  enforced  to  reduce  ex¬ 
posure  of  the  general  public  to 
salmonella.  Attention  to  careful 
handwashing  and  preparation 
of  food  can  minimize  the  risks  of 
acquiring  this  infection.

3)  If  you  file  a  complaint  against 
the  landlord  with  the  Board  of 
Health,  repairs  must  be  done 
between  5-30  days,  depending 
on  the  problem.  If  the  landlord 
fails  to  repair  within  two  weeks 
after  notice  from  the  Board  of 
Health,  you  can  make  the  repair 
and  deduct  the  cost  from  your 
rent,  or  withhold  rent  until 
he/she  makes  the  repair  (in  this 
case  you  must  place  the  money 
into  the  bank  and  give  it  to  the 
landlord  after  he/she  makes  the 
repairs). 


EMERGENCY  REPAIRS: 

In  the  case  of  an  emergency 
repair,  such  as  no  heat,  you 
have  a  good  case  if  you  call  a 
repairman  and  deduct  the  cost 
from  your  rent.  (Keep  all  re¬ 
ceipts!)

This  exhibition,  originally  sponsored 
by  the  Chinese  Culture  Foundation  of 
San  Francisco,  chronicles  150  years  of 
the  history  of  Chinese  women  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  Funded  initially  by  a  grant  from  the 
Department  of  Education,  “Chinese

Women  in  America”  has  been  two  years 
in  the  making.  Three  Bay  Area  San 
Francisco  women  researched  and  organ¬ 
ized  this  extensive  photographic  exhibit. 
This  work  is  an  attempt  to  establish  an 
ethnic  history  that  is  specific  and 
relevant  to  Chinese  American  women 
today. 

Skillfully  displayed  through  photo¬ 
graphs  and  illustrations,  the  exhibition 
traces  historical,  social  and  political 
events  and  issues  which  have  impacted 
Chinese  American  women.  This  very 
original  exhibition  details  the  lives, 
struggle  and  achievements  of  these 
women,  focusing  on  trailblazers  who 
endured  great  difficulties  and  racial 
discrimination  to  make  important  con¬ 
tributions  to  American  society.  Chinese 
American  women  who  settled  in  Hawaii 
are  portrayed  as  well  as  those  who  came 
to  the  Mainland. 

This  exhibit  is  basically  divided  into 
four  chronological  periods,  with  the  first 
period  spanning  1834  to  1900.  This 
section  deals  with  the  arrival  of  the  early 
groups  of  Chinese  American  women  and 
their  lives  in  urban  ghettoes  as  well  as  in 
isolated  frontier  environments.  The  rural 
“China  Marys”  pioneers  and  the  econ¬ 
omically  deprived  and  exploited  prosti¬ 
tutes  are  sensitively  dealt  with. 

The  second  period  of  1900  to  1945, 
known  as  the  “Years  of  Struggle,” 
explores  the  “yellow  peril”  laws  such  as 
the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  and  the  Cable 
Act  of  1922.  This  was  also  the  period  of 
the  Sino-Japanese  War  when  Chinese 
American  women  organized  public  pro¬ 
tests  against  Japanese  expansionism. 
After  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor, 
Chinese  American  women  joined  the 
Red  Cross,  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  armed 
forces,  and  worked  in  the  defense 
industries  in  large  numbers,  hence 
increasing  their  assimilation  into  main¬ 
stream  American  society. 

The  third  period  “In  The  Main¬ 
stream”  from  1945  to  1965  is  when  more 
positive  attitudes  developed  toward  Chi¬ 


nese  Americans.  Laws  that  denied  civil 
rights  to  ethnic  minorities  were  being 
repealed  gradually.  Moreover,  due  to 
the  War  Brides  Act  (where  Chinese 
American  servicemen  of  World  War  H 
could  bring  their  wives  over  to  America) 
the  Chinese  male  to  female  ratio  began 
to  slowly  reach  parity,  thus  reducing  the 
disparity  caused  by  earlier  exclusion 
laws.  The  younger  generation  of  Chinese 
American  women  struggled  over  ethnic 
identity  as  opportunities  in  American 
society  became  more  plentiful. 


The  last  period,  1965  to  1982,  called 
“Women  Today,”  saw  the  U.S.  quota 
for  Chinese  immigrants  jump  from  a 
mere  105  to  20,000  yearly,  causing 
overpopulation  in  America’s  China¬ 
towns.  The  garment  worker  emerges  as 
a  major  institution  as  the  “Mom  and 
Pop”  hand  laundries  died  out.  Here  the 
plight  of  recent  ethnic  Chinese  women 
from  Indochina  also  is  acknowledged,  as 
well  as  Chinese  American  women’s 
continuing  struggle  with  the  issue  of 
bi-cultural  identity.

The  Ming  Dynasty  of  China 
(1368-1644)  is  particularly  noted 
for  its  vigorous  production  of 
refined  porcelain,  lacquerware, 
cloisonne,  and  other  decorative 


arts,  which  were  beginning  to 
be  exported  in  quantity  to  an 
increasingly  wealthy  and  luxury 
-conscious  Europe.  The  many 
varieties  of  Ming  porcelain  have 
been  particularly  famous  in  the 
West  ever  since. 

This  exhibition  of  33  objects 
includes  examples  of  Ming 
painting  and  calligraphy  as  well 
as  decorative  arts.  The  different 
types  of  ceramic  wares— among 
them  monochrome  wares, 


underglaze  blue  wares,  and 
polychrome  enamel  wares— and 
carved  lacquers  will  be  rep¬ 
resented.  Paintings  in  the  ex¬ 
hibition  include  a  well  known 
album  leaf,  Two  Hounds, 
painted  by  the  emperor  Hsuan- 
tsung  (reigned  1426-1435),  the 
only  Ming  ruler  known  for  his 
artistic  talent;  a  bamboo  paint¬ 
ing  by  Wang  Fu  (1362-1416);  a 
landscape  by  Chiang  Sung  (14th 
-15th  centuries)  and  a  bird  and 
flower  painting  by  Pien  Wen- 
chin  (active  in  the  early  15th 
century).  A  work  of  cursive 
calligraphy  attributed  to  Ch’en 
Shun  (1483-1544)  and  examples 
of  cloisonne  enamel  will  round 
out  the  exhibition.

Long  Lives:  Chinese  Elderly  and  the 
Community  Revolution  by  Deborah 
Davis-Friedmann.  Published  by  Harvard

For  years  the  U.S.  media  and  “Free 
World’’  press  have  implied  that  the 
traditional  family  system  in  China  has 
been  “destroyed”  by  the  Chinese  Com¬ 
munist  Party  and  that  the  elderly  were 
merely  weirds  of  the  state  nursing  homes 
and  labor  camps. 

Davis-Friedmann ’s  book  Long  Lives, 
however,  vigorously  challenges  these 
assumptions.  The  Chinese  family  system 
had  already  been  impacted  by  growing 
Westernization  and  the  domestic  policies 
of  the  Kuomintang  government.  While  it 
is  true  that  the  socialist  transformation 
of  Chinese  society  places  the  elderly  in  a 
very  different  environment  from  the 
world  they  knew  as  children  and  young 
adults,  it  is  also  true  that  some  aspects  of 
family  life  has  not  changed  that  much. 

In  her  fascinating  account  of  the 
effects  of  the  1949  revolution  on  China’s 
elderly,  Davis-Friedmann  explores  the 
social  and  economic  situations  of  this  age 
group  from  1949  to  1979.  Through  the 
use  of  official  media  reports,  drama  and 
fiction,  and  interviews  with  the  elderly 
and  their  friends,  she  is  able  to  tell  us  in 
a  comprehensive  manner,  perhaps  for 
the  first  time  in  English,  of  the 
prevailing  Chinese  attitudes  toward  the 


old,  major  features  of  their  home  and 
work  environments,  the  patterns  of 
social  interaction  with  their  children  and 
grandchildren,  retirement  issues,  etc. 

Davis-Friedmann  illustrates  the  value 
to  current  Chinese  society  of  traditional 
beliefs  and  norms  and  explains  how  the 
Chinese  Community  leaders  have  been 
forced  to  adapt  to  the  legacy  of  filial 
piety  and  ancestor  worship.

The  last  two  years  has  seen  a  fresh 
wave  of  Asian  American  children’s 
books,  a  gift  of  “Asian  pride”  from  the 
sixties  to  the  eighties.  Two  releases  by 
Paul  Yee  and  Jeanne  Joe  are  these 
authors’  first  efforts  at  touching  the 
“young  adult”  audience. 

Paul  Yee’s  Teach  Me  to  Fly,  Sky- 
fighter!  enters  the  lives  of  four  young 
friends  in  Vancouver’s  Strathcona  com¬ 
munity,  an  area  heavily  populated  by 
Chinese  and  roughly  equivalent  to 
Boston’s  South  End.  Designed  for  the 
nine-to-13  year-old  audience,  the  book 
tells  the  stories  of  four  distinct  fifth- 
graders:  Sharon,  Samson,  John,  and 
Chris. 

Both  sensitive  and  suspenseful,  the 
stories  can  be  read  separately  or  as  four 
sides  of  one  novel.  The  young  protagon¬ 
ists  represent  different  sectors  of  a 
mixed  community.  Sharon  is  the 
Canadian-born  girl  who  looks  Chinese 
but  is  “determined  to  show  everyone 
that  she  was  different.”  Samson  is  a 
Hong  Kong-born,  Canadian-bred  boy, 
working  overtime  to  be  the  best  of  both 
worlds.  John  is  a  recent  immigrant  from 
China  who  speaks  “English  with  an 
accent”  and  feels  “slower  than  the  Hong 


Kong  kids.”  Chris  is  a  white  girl  from 
the  projects  who  learns  that  there  is 
more  to  her  Chinese  friends  than  being 
“goody-goody.” 

The  lessons  fall  short  of  preaching 
because  they  are  realized  from  a  child’s 
perspective.  Sharon  comes  to  appreciate 
some  good  things  about  being  Chinese. 
Samson  learns  not  to  blame  everything 
on  “the  kids  from  the  housing  project.” 
John  sees  why  kung-fu  means  “never 
fight,  but  never  be  afraid  to  fight.”  The 
two  girls  find  out  what  they  can  do,  and 
everyone  learns  to  understand  each 
other  a  little  more. 

The  vocabulary  is  sometimes  challeng¬ 
ing  but  not  out-of-range,  while  Sky  Lee’s 
illustrations  give  the  stories  extra  ap-

Yellow  Peril  is  a  highly  informative 
and  entertaining  book  that  explores  the 
depiction  of  Chinese  immigrants  and 
their  descendants  in  American  fiction, 
from  the  mid- 19th  century  entry  of  the 
earliest  Chinese  immigrants  in  large 
numbers,  to  the  beginning  of  World  War 
II. 

The  fiction  treated  in  this  book 
includes  short  stories  and  novels  by  both 
white  Americans  and  Asian  Americans; 
familiar  figures  such  as  Fu  Manchu  and 
Charlie  Chan  are  examined  as  well  as 
much  more  obscure  ones. 

The  author,  William  F.  Wu,  takes 
great  pain  to  explore  and  explain  the 
concept  of  “Yellow  Peril.”  He  defines 
the  term  as  the  threat  that  some  white 
American  authors  perceived  as  being 
posed  by  the  people  of  East  Asia  to  the 
U.S.  As  a  literary  theme,  the  fear  of  this 
threat  focused  on  certain  issues,  includ¬ 
ing  possible  military  invasion  from  Asia; 
explicit  competition  to  the  white  labor 
force  from  Asian  workers;  the  assumed 
moral  and  spiritual  degeneracy  of  Asian 
people  in  general  and  the  fear  of  sexual 
contact  between  “Anglo-Saxons”  with 
Asians,  who  were  considered  a  biologi¬ 
cally  inferior  race  by  some  scholars  in 
the  19th  century.  The  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants  were  the  first  subject  of  this 
attention  since  they  were  the  first 
non-white  non-Christian  immigrants  to 
reach  the  U.S.  in  great  numbers  from 
Asia. 


This  study  focuses  on  American  fiction 
about  Chinese  Americans  in  an  effort  to 
examine  the  development  and  growth  of 
attitudes  about  them.  Wu  also  takes  care 
to  define  and  clarify  the  use  of  the  term 
“stereotype”  in  his  discussion  of  Chi¬ 
nese  Americans  in  fiction. 

Wu’s  basic  theme  is  that  the  Yellow 
Peril  concept  is  the  predominant  theme 
in  American  fiction  about  Chinese 
Americans  in  the  years  with  which  this 
study  is  concerned.  He  is  quite  emphatic 
when  he  states  that  this  theme  is 
expressed  throughout  the  variety  of 
images  of  Chinese  Americans  that 
appear,  especially  in  relationship  to,  and 
their  role  as  a  part  of,  the  United  States. 
The  historical  causes  and  literary  subject 
matter  changes,  but  the  theme  neither 
disappears  nor  diminishes. 

Though  Wu’s  study  is  restricted  to  a 
certain  historical  period,  it  would  appear 
that  his  book  is  quite  timely  given  the 
frequent  reports  of  acts  of  unprovoked 
violence  against  Asian  Americans  re¬ 
cently.  Yellow  Peril  is  recommended  as  a 
well-researched  study  on  the  dynamics 
of  America’s  “melting  pot” 
mythologies.

peal.  An  afterword  offers  a  brief  history 
of  the  Chinese  in  Canada,  making  the 
book  a  good  choice  for  classroom  or 
individual  study.  What  seems  at  first  a 
“token”  white  girl  winds  up  offering  a 
model  of  respect  for  those  who  are 
different.  The  always-happy  endings  are 
simple  but  not  silly.  Teach  Me  to  Fly, 
Skyfighter!  has  no  U.S.  distributor- yet 
but  can  be  ordered  directly  from  the 
publisher. 

Ying-Ying:  Pieces  of  a  Childhood  is  a 
sensitive  recollection  of  childhood  mem¬ 
ories,  capturing  the  love  of  an  only 
daughter  and  single  mother  in  Chicago’s 
Chinatown.  While  the  book  is  packaged 
for  a  pre-teen  audience,  with  its  semi- 
large  type  and  beautiful,  moody  illustra¬ 
tions,  it  focuses  on  a  child’s  life  from 
ages  three  to  eight.  But  Ying-Ying  is 
really  more  of  an  adult  book,  both 
because  of  its  difficult  phrasing  and  its 
grown-up  point-of-view. 

The  book  opens  as  Ying-Ying  and  her 
mother  prepare  to  leave  their  Chicago 
flat  for  San  Francisco.  Looking  out  her 
favorite  window,  eight-year-old  Ying- 
Ying  recalls  the  major  events  of  her 
childhood.  But  the  perspective  is  incon¬ 
sistent.  Often  it  is  the  adult  writer  that 
we  hear:  “With  the  labels  of  ‘teacher’s 
pet’  and  ‘celebrity’  as  stigmas  inhibiting 


good  social  relations  among  my  class¬ 
mates  and  peers,  it  didn’t  take  much  to 
incur  resentment  and  hostility,  which 
was  often  conveyed  to  me  during  recess 
at  school.” 

Ying-Ying  offers  many  beautiful  mo¬ 
ments,  such  as  the  Halloween  she 
dressed  herself  in  old  clothes  anc 
received  a  special  prize  for  “the  most 
resourceful  costume.”  In  another  chap¬ 
ter,  Ying-Ying  remembers,  “Mother 
said  you  can  have  different  kinds  of 
friends,  people  of  different  races  and 
animals,  too.  When  you  lose  them,  they 
leave  you  with  different  kinds  of  aches  in 
your  heart.”  When  she  gets  into  a  fight, 
Ying-Ying  realizes  that  a  “sweet  little 
angel”  and  a  “tough  customer”  have  a 
lot  in  common. 

Love  between  mother  and  daughter  is 
the  thread  that  ties  the  “pieces  of  a 
childhood”  together.  But  Jeanne  Joe’s 
tendency  to  overwrite  makes  the  book 
rather  scattered.  Her  use  of  detail  is  at 
first  childlike  and  charming,  after  a 
while  a  bit  strenuous.  Some  of  the  stories 
seem  superfluous  while  others  have  a 
clear  message  and  depth  of  feeling. 

Stories  with  three-dimensional  Asian 
American  girls  and  boys  are  a  means  to 
support  our  youth’s  self-confidence  and 
hope  for  the  future.  Books  like  Teach  Me 
to  Fly,  Skyfighter!,  which  introduce 
community  issues  from  a  young  perspec¬ 
tive,  are  especially  needed.  As  grown¬ 
ups  concerned  with  children’s  literature, 
we  must  continue  to  demand  adult 
responsibility  with  a  child’s  sensitivity.

year  from  cancer  than  from 
any  disease.” 

The  American  public  has  become  in¬ 
creasingly  aware  of  the  problems  of 
industrial  pollutants  through  the  toxic 
dump  sites,  poison  landfills  or  lethal 
sprayings  at  Love  Canal,  Times  Beach 
and  other  places  as  well  as  the  highly 
controversial  “acid  rain”  problem  (sulfur 
dioxide  concentrations  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere). 

However  the  most  complicated  and 
frightful  aspect  of  this  pollutant  problem 
has  been  the  willful  and  deliberate  expo¬ 
sure  of  American  G.  I.’s  in  Indo-China  to 
the  super-toxic  Agent  Orange,  a  very 
powerful  herbicide  used  by  the  U.S. 
military  overseas  as  well  as  by  the  federal 
government  and  private  industries  here 
at  home.  WAITING  FOR  AN  ARMY  TO 
DIE:  THE  TRAGEDY  OF  AGENT 
ORANGE  by  Fred  A.  Wilcox  is  the 
horrible  and  tragic  dioxin-poisoning  of 
both  Vietnam  veterans  and  American 
civilians  at  home. 


In  a  calculated  effort  to  deny  the 
“North  Vietnamese  Army”  and  local 
“Viet  Cong”  natural  cover,  the  U.  S. 
military  sprayed  approximately  12  mil¬ 
lion  gallons  of  the  herbicide  (as  a  defoliant 
it  accelerated  the  plant  cells  in  order  to 
create  premature  death)  Agent  Orange 
over  an  estimated  4.5  million  acres  of 
South  Vietnam  (other  related  defoliants 
such  as  Agent  White,  Agent  Blue,  etc., 
were  also  used)  as  well  as  Cambodia  and 
Laos.  Soldiers  on  both  sides  as  well  as 
countless  non-combatants  lived  in  a  mist 
of  this  herbicide  for  weeks,  it  was  ab¬ 
sorbed  into  the  water  and  ground,  effect¬ 
ing  both  plant  and  animal  life. 

Meanwhile,  back  at  home,  a  similar 
herbicide  was  also  used  extensively,  and 
the  American  public  was  informed  that 
it  presented  no  health  problems  at  all. 

However  Agent  Orange  contains  di¬ 
oxin,  the  most  toxic  substance  ever  syn¬ 
thesized  (it  was  originally  developed  as 
part  of  a  chemical-biological  warfare

It  is  clear  by  her  accounts  that  the 
Chinese  elderly  have  benefited  greatly 
from  the  Communist  revolution  and  the 
subsequent  reforms.  While  it  is  true  that 
the  urban  elderly  generally  enjoy  higher 
pay,  greater  benefits  and  have  easier 
access  to  official  social  services  relative 
to  the  rural  elderly,  the  gaps  are  not  that 
extreme.  Subsequently,  the  rural  elderly 
tend  to  depend  on  their  families  and  kin 
in  a  more  traditional  manner. 

But  overall,  both  groups  of  elderly  are 
guaranteed  a  subsistence  income  and 
free  or  low-income  housing  and  medical 
care  for  the  remainder  of  their  lives.  This 
situation  is  obviously  superior  to  the 
world  of  pre-1949  China,  when  the 
average  life  span  was  much  shorter  and 
dependency  on  children  and  kin  tended 
to  be  somewhat  chancy  due  to  famine, 
disease,  banditry,  forced  migration,  and 


continuous  warfare.  The  old  abuses  like 
child  marriage,  selling  of  children, 
indentured  servants,  and  official  wife¬ 
beating,  have  been  long  outlawed. 

However,  modern  reforms  are  not 
always  so  successful,  especially  in  rural 
areas.  Enforcement  problems  are  plenti¬ 
ful,  for  example,  attacks  by  the  leader¬ 
ship  on  expensive  earth  burials  (as  an 
ancient  symbol  of  filial  piety)  has  met 
with  limited  success  since  many  Chinese 
still  believe  that  a  cheap  cremation  (to 
save  land)  means  a  lack  of  respect  for  the 
dead  parents.  Ancestor  worship  has 
been  criticized  by  the  Party  as  supersti¬ 
tious  and  subversive;  however  it  is  a  very 
old  practice  dating  back  to  probably 
pre-historical  times  and  is  not  easily 
eliminated.  In  China’s  long  history, 
there  have  been  countless  reform  drives, 
some  successful  and  others  not. 

Davis-Friedmann’s  Long  Lives  has 
done  an  excellent  job  in  illustrating  the 
struggle  of  the  Chinese  elderly  in 
adjusting  their  lives  to  modernization 
under  Marxist  socialism.

program  in  World  War  II)  and  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  those  exposed  are 
now  suffering  skin  rashes,  memory  loss, 
neurological  damage,  cancers  and  num¬ 
erous  birth  defects  in  their  children. 
Many  are  prematurely  aged,  and  many 
have  already  died.  Vietnam  veterans 
seeking  help  at  the  Veterans  Administra¬ 
tion  are  commonly  misdiagnosed  or 
treated  as  psychiatric  patients  or  drug- 
addicts. 

In  this  authoritative  and  eloquently- 
written  book,  we  hear  the  anguish-filled 
testimony  of  veterans  and  their  families, 
of  the  lawyers,  physicians  and  research¬ 
ers  who  are  involved:  a  painful  tale  of 
government  deception,  corporate  evasion, 
bureaucratic  manipulation,  scientific 
passivity  and  the  individual  struggle  for 
truth  and  justice.  The  Veterans  Adminis¬ 
tration  has  continued  to  minimize  or 
deny  dioxin-related  claims;  because  vet¬ 
erans  are  constitutionally  barred  from 
suing  the  U.S.  government,  their  legal 


fight  has  been  organized  against  the 
companies  (Dow  Chemical,  Diamond 
Shamrock,  Monsanto,  etc.)  that  manu¬ 
factured  Agent  Orange.  The  companies 
in  turn  denied  responsibility  since  they 
claimed  that  they  correctly  informed  the 
government  of  the  properties  of  the  herbi¬ 
cides. 

For  the  Asian  American  community, 
this  legal  and  moral  battle  carries  an 
extra  dimension:  that  is  the  health  care 
of  Indo-Chinese  refugees  and  their  child¬ 
ren. 

Consider  if  you  will  that  if  American 
G.  I.’s  who  served  a  tour  of  12  to  13 
months  in  Indo-China  can  contract  and 
suffer  such  severe  symptoms — what 
about  the  Indo-Chinese  refugees  who 
have  lived  there  all  their  lives  prior  to 
coming  here.  We  need  to  seriously  con¬ 
sider  how  much  of  their  present  mental 
and  physical  health  problems  are  related 
to  dioxin-poisoning.  One  may  of  course 
argue  that  the  refugees  were  given  a 
medical  examination  before  arriving  here 
and  that  many  of  them  were  urban

dwellers  who  were  not  directly  exposed 
to  the  aerial  and  ground  spraying.  How¬ 
ever  these  arguments  are  somewhat  spe¬ 
cious  given  that  dioxin  can  be  detected 
only  through  specialized  exams  (of  fatty 
tissue)  and  that  dioxin  enters  through 
the  air  (wind  shifts)  and  water  table  and 
eventually  through  the  food  chain.  More¬ 
over,  the  general  level  of  dioxin  used  was 
higher  in  the  sprays  used  in  Indo-China 
than  in  the  domestic  brands  used  in  the 
U.  S.  And  it  is  sad  to  say  that  the  U.  S. 
government  has  consistently  dismissed 
reports  on  the  toxic  nature  of  dioxin 
published  by  scientists  in  other  countries. 
The  highly-publicized  reports  on  the  chem¬ 
ical  explosion  in  Seveso,  Italy  in  1976 
has  been  generally  ignored  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment.  Dr.  Ton  That  Tung,  a  well- 
known  specialist  on  dioxin  in  Vietnam 
has  been  able  to  show  through  extensive 
research  that  North  Vietnamese  soldiers 
who  served  in  the  south  have  very  signi¬ 


ficantly  higher  numbers  of  children  with 
birth  defects  than  their  counterparts 
who  did  not  go.  Unfortunately  his  report 
has  been  regarded  as  “communist”  mis¬ 
information.  Wilcox’s  book  documents 
all  of  this. 

Of  course,  this  issue  is  a  touchy  political 
“football.”  Given  the  many  obstacles 
faced  by  Vietnam  veterans  who  are 
mostly  U.  S.  citizens  in  getting  justice 
and  recompensation,  it  would  be  unlikely 
that  many  Indo-Chinese  refugees  will  be 
suing  the  U.  S.  government  or  major 
corporations  for  reparations.  The  possi¬ 
bility  is  remote.  But  however  remote 
legal  victory  is,  the  moral  and  medical 
concerns  and  implications  should  not  be 
ignored  by  Asian  Americans  invested  in 
community  health  services. 

Henry  Jung  served  in  Vietnam  with 
the  U.  S.  Marines  from  1966-67.  He  is 
currently  developing  an  outline  for  a 
novel  about  Asian  American  G.  I.s  in 
Vietnam,  tentatively  titled  NUMBAH 
TEN  CHARLIE.
